Hoover's program fo_r the 
special session of congress is 
likely to be on trial in the 
senate throughout this week 
while the house marks time. 


The big issue before the senate 
today was once again the export 
debenture plal-pf farm relief. Vot- 
ed into the sSnate farm relief bill 
over President Hoover's opposition 
and then eliminated by a joint con- 
ference committee which adjusted 
differences with the house, the plan, 
was back before

through efforts of its advocates to 
reinsert it. 


Want House'to Vote. 
Leaders of the debenture group, 
which includes chiefly democrats 
and republican independents, are 
insistent that the house be compell- 
ed to vote on the plan. House lead- 
ers have refused to consider the 
proposal as part of the farm bill, 
holding its insertion in the legisla- 
tion by the senate violated their 
chamber's exclusive privilege of in- 
itiating revenue legislation.

west o Caracas,

The Maracalbo was left 


In their hands for return. 


The general explanation was that 
the men, said to be led by a Gen- 
eral Urbina, planned some sort of 
a movement in Venezuela and took 
the officials Here with them to pre- 
vent reprisals until they landed on 
the mainland. Nothing has been 
heard here of the sequel In Vene- 
zuela.

demanded by the administration 
as a basis for an all summer recess. 


The decision appeared to make 


doubtful the program for an all 
summer recess and is expected to 
lead Instead to an • adjournment 
until early in August while the 
senate finance committee is get- 
ting the house tariff measure In 
shape for senate consideration. 


Senator Robinson, of Arkansas, 


democratic leader, announced, how- 
ever, that the minority party was 
ready to cooperate to dispose of 
the 
program 
recommended by 
President Hoover during the extra 
session. This declaration was re- 
garded as Insuring a final vote on 
the tariff bill in the fall without 
the definite agreement asked by 
the republican leaders. 


The democratic program also ap- 


peared" to dispose of fears of fili- 
buster against the motion for re- 
peal of the national origins Immi- 
gration quota basis. 
While Sena- 


tor Reed, republican, Pennsylvania 
is leading the opposition to the 
drive for repeal he has had gen- 
eral support from the democratic 
ranks. 


Robinson's Statement 


Senator Robinson made the fol- 


lowing announcement after 
the 
meeting: 


"The conference 
discussed 
at 


length the business of the senate, 
including 
farm 
relief, 
national 


origins and the tariff. The unani- 
mous opinion of those present ap- 
peared to be that a vote should be 
taken In the early future on the 
motion to agree to the conference 
farm bill and on the question re- 
lating to national origins. 


"We will consent to any arrange- 


ment the majority desires, pending 
hearings, on the tariff bill but no 
agreement will be entered Into now 
to fix a date for a. vote on the 
tariff bill. 


"Our desire is to proceed in the 


senate In such a manner as will 
dispose of all questions brought 
forward during the extra session In 
an orderly way and we believe this 
disposition should be made dur- 
ing the. present session. 


"There is no purpose to delay 


action on any subject referred to 
but we feel that they should be 
proceeded 
with as 
promptly as 


practicable. 


"As far as the chairman of the 


conference knows a vote may be 
reached tomorrow on the confer- 
ence farm bill and on the national 
origins question before the end of 
the week."

Demonstration 


Agent asked all • the women of our 
club w;ho would to make some im- 
provements in their living rooms. 


My 'room was in a delapidated 


condition so I signed the living 
ro8m contest card with the inten- 
tion of doing something . to 
It. 


When our agent brought a judge 
to score my room before I 'had 
started to improve it, she gave 
me .a very low score, and why not? 
My ceiling was part one color and 
part another, 
neither 
of 
which 


blended with-anything in the room. 
The paper on the walls was faded, 
soiled, torn .and dark. The floor 
was dark grey, worn off. in spots 
and discolored generally. 
I was 


using a worn, dark colored rug, 
easy to catch dirt and hard to 
clean. The woodwork had 
once 


been white. 


My furniture was very good but 


needed cleaning and varnishing, 
and was very poorly arranged. 
Across one corner I had my piano 
with photographs, artificial flow- 
ers, clock and song books stacked. 
Across another corner was a flower 
bench on whfch I had stacked any 
and all kinds of flowers. The book- 
case W&B filled with good books of 
all kinds with* photographs, placed 
In front staring you In the face, 
cutting off view of books, which 
would have been much prettier 
and so much mdre appropriate. 


The library table was placed 
against the wa.ll, almost behind 
the heater, with magazines, papers, 
books and a lamp on it. ' 


The pictures were hung high and 


low, two or three In some places, 
no two placed on the same height, 
with an assortment'of sizes, shapes 
and' views. 


I had very good heavy curtains 


of marquisette which were faded 
and looked old. At the top of these 
I had ruffles of flowered cretonne 
with tie backs of the same ma- 
terial. It is needless to say the 
general appearance was bad. 


The chairs were very good but 


needed new cushions and varnish. 
We burn coal and I have, a nice 
stove and It is placed in the best- 
place I haveXor it. 
When the fudge left do you think 
I had the heart to tackle the job 
if I were to have a worthwhile liv- 
ing room? I'll say I did and this is 
what I have now. 


With the help of my husband I 


have worked over everything in the 
room. 


Beginning with the ceiling and 


woodwork we cleaned and painted 
them a pretty Ivory. We next tore 
off the.old paper and retacked and 
worked over the canvas. The paper 
selected was very pretty, with a 
touch/ of color to match our wood- 
work.

This finished we went to 'the 


floor, using a brown ,paint, add- 
ing cream to it until we'had just 
the shade of light brown we want- 
ed. While bur floor was drying we 
worked -over the furniture, giving 
the 
piano, 
table, 
bookcase and 


chairs a good cleaning and coat of 
varnish. I made covers and cush- 
ions for reading and sewing chairs; 
put rype bottom In one straight 
chair and painted 
chair;

three flower stands. 
For one of 


the stands we'used an old smoking 
stand, the others Were made from 
the ends of an orange crate and 
some scrap lumber. We also made 
a telephone stool to use in the 
place'of a chair which was always 
in the way.

for my sewing center, I ordered a 
magazine stand and sewing box. 
These were unfinished, t used the 
clay material on them and finished 
them with an antique green, using 
pretty cutout flowers for the front 
of them. 
I made one foot stool, 


covering It with glazed chintz like 
I had used on the chairs. 


I next took my curtains and 


dyed them a pretty ecru, making 
them look like new. These I hung 
straight, leaving off the colored 
cretonne. 


I placed the piano flat on the 


wall, leaving nothing on it except 
song books and bowl of real flow- 
ers. . 
I hung my'pictures the right 


height and left off all that were 
not needed. 


Then J. cleaned out the bookcase 


and put away all photographs and 
left only lines of good books show- 
Ing. 
I left out all artificial flow- 
ers and •have three nice pot plants 
and a bowl or two for cut flow- 
ers.

Nicotine Sulphate to 


Rid Poultry of Lice 


DURHAM, N. H., June 10.—Lice 


Infested chickens that go to roost 
on poles painted with 40 per cent 
nicotine sulphate 
solution 
come 


down in the. morning wholly free 
from lice, the University of New 
Hampshire 
Experiment 
Station 
found In testing this new method 
of controlling these pests. 


The nicotine fumes from the nic- 
otine sulphate killed the lice with- 
out apparently bothering the chick- 
ens. The 'poles were painted with- 
in ten minutes of roosting time, 
and H. O. Stuart, poultry husband- 
man at the station, watched the 
birds settle down for the night 
without noticing anything unusual 
In their surroundings. 
This method supplants the use of 


sodium fluoride 
solution 
baths 
which were 
formerly 
considered 
the standard method of controlling 
lice. 
The bath method could oe 


safely usedjonly in warm seasons 
of the year and required at least 
an hour to treat 50 birds. 'In this 
experiment about five minutes were 
spent in caring for 100 birds. 


Nicotine sulphate Is universally 
used to.control sucking insects on 
plants by spraying and dusting, and 
as a dip to control ticks and similar 
pests on sheep and cattle.

In some of the recent com- 


plaints against the strictures 
of federal law that keep 
producers from combining 
to set prices or to curtail 
production, the 
attempts 


has been made to justify 
such practices by citing the 
freedom 
allowed 
buying 


combinations. 
The argu- 


ment runs that if buyers are 
permitted to operate 
as 


groups in their purchasing, 
then it should not be unfair 
or illegal for sellers to trans- 
act their business together 
in the same way. 


This notion loses sight of 


the question of public inter- 
est on which the anti-trust 
law is based—the assump- 
tion being that combinations 
of sellers will act for their 
own profit alone, whereas 
combinations of buyers are 
interested 
principally 
in 


serving the ultimate con- 
sumer 
through 
obtaining 


lower prices or higher quali- 
ty.The association of 
the 


two practices has been giv- 
en point by an investigation 
of a group-buying combina- 
tion now in progress. The 
authorities make it plain 
that co-operative buying is 
not to be placed on trial. 
That, in fact, such buying is 
not only legal but desirable. 


It is entirely possible, of 


course, to imagine a buyers' 
group so strong that it would 
constitute a monopoly and 
dictate terms to sellers to 
the detriment of the public, 
but such a power in com- 
merce seems a remote possi- 
bility, with the competition 
in distribution^ what it is.

As she 
passes the dividing line be- 
tween extreme youth and 
maturity she enters the pe- 
riod wherein she possibly is 
happily married, satisfac- 
torily employed or has ac- 
quired the judgment that 
steers her away from pos- 
sible causes of self-destruc- 
tion or deters her from the 
deed even in the face of 
what might have prompted 
her to act differently at an 
earlier age. 


The ages at which male 


suicides far outnumber those 
of female, from 55 on, in 
dicate that lack of health 
and the difficulty of making 
headway against the trials 
of failing business or lack of 
employment may be causes 
of self-destruction.
